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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Ninth  Annual  Report  (and  the 
forty-fifth  of  the  series)  on  the  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough, 
namely  that  for  the  year  1921. 

It  has  been  proposed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  Annual 
Reports  of  a  full  and  detailed  character  (to  be  known  as  Survey 
Reports)  shall  henceforth  only  be  required  at  intervals  of  not 
more  than  five  years.  In  other  years  Reports  of  a  simpler 
character  (known  as  Ordinary  Reports)  only  will  be  expected.  It 
is  hoped  that  by  the  omission  of  details  as  to  conditions  which  do 
not  vary  from  year  to  year,  and  by  the  curtailment  of  the  informa¬ 
tion  asked  for  in  certain  years  a  reduction  will  be  effected  both  in 
the  time  required  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  preparing  the 
Reports  and  in  the  cost  of  printing  them. 

The  last  Report  (1920)  will  be  treated  as  constituting  the 
first  of  the  series  of  Survey  Reports,  and  this  year  an  abridged 
report — the  first  Ordinary  Report — is  submitted. 

A  few  remarks  on  the  most  noteworthy  occurrences  affecting 
the  public  health,  which  concerned  the  Sanitary  authority  during 
the  year,  are  first  given,  and  then  certain  other  particulars  are 
summarised  in  the  Appendix. 

A  very  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  department 
during  1921,  and  I  have  to  thank  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers 
(I)r.  Paulusz  and  Dr.  Hogg),  our  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr. 
W.  T.  Flood)  and  the  whole  of  the  staff  for  their  hearty 
co-operation. 

At  the  same  time  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
placing  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  support  always 

afforded  me  in  our  work  by  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
and  the  Council.

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VITAL  STATISTICS  (See  also  Summary  Page  11). 

POPULATION. — The  13th  decennial  census  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  England  &  Wales  was  taken  on  the  19th  June,  1921,  and  the 
following  statistics  for  Warrington  are  available  from  the 
Preliminary  Report  of  the  Registrar  General:  —

For  the  purposes  of  our  statistics,  however,  the  Registrar 
General  has  made  an  adjustment  by  taking  into  account  those  away 
on  holidays,  &c.  The  figure  we  are  asked  to  work  on  is  78,600. 

BIRTHS. — There  were  2,033  births  (1,015  males  and  1,018 
females)  in  1921,  showing  a  decrease  of  240  births,  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  birth-rate  for  Warrington  of  25.8 
per  1,000  living  of  the  population  for  1921,  compared  with  28.8  in 

1920,  and  22.4  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

DEATHS. — There  were  altogether  965  deaths  (525  males  and 
440  females)  in  1921,  of  persons  usually  resident  in  the  Borough, 
compared  with  949  deaths  the  previous  year. 

The  general  death-rate  per  1,000  living,  therefore,  was  12.2, 
compared  with  11.6  per  1,000  in  1920.  The  death-rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole  in  1921  was  12.1,  but  the  average  for  the 
96  great  towns  was  12.3,  and  for  London  12.4  per  1,000. 

The  population  on  which  the  death-rates  have  been  worked 
out  is  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  78,600  at  the  mid-year, 

1921,  and  not  the  census  population  of  76,811. 

There  was  an  actual  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  rheumatic  fever,  heart  disease, 
appendicitis,  kidney  disease  and  puerperal  fever;  and  an  increase  in 
the  number  due  to  whooping  cough,  influenza,  cancer,  bronchitis, 
pneumonia  and  epidemic  diarrhoea.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY.— The  total  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  197,  compared  with  205  the 
previous  year,  but  although  there  were  fewer  deaths  the  mortality- 
rate  is  actually  higher,  viz.,  96.9  per  1,000  births,  compared  with 
88  per  1,000  births  in  1920. 

This  is  mainly  due  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  births 
from  2,272  in  1920  to  2,033  in  1921,  on  which  figures  these  rates 
are  worked. 

This  is  the  sixth  year  in  succession  that  the  infantile  mortality- 
rate  for  Warrington  has  been  below  100  per  1,000  births. 

There  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  measles, 
convulsions,  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and  debility  and  marasmus. 
The  chief  increase  was  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoeal 
diseases  (viz.,  35,  compared  with  26  in  1920),  which  followed  the 
hot  dry  summer. 

The  infantile  mortality-rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
was  83,  for  the  96  great  towns  87,  and  for  London  80. 

MARRIAGES. — There  were  702  marriages  in  1921,  compared 
with  937  in  1920,  and  818  in  1919. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  numbers  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  and  the 
deaths  therefrom,  together  with  the  numbers  treated  at  Aikin 
Street  Hospital,  are  given  in  the  Appendix  (page  12).  There 
were  altogether  221  deaths  from  these  diseases  in  1921,  of  which 
no  less  than  204  were  due  either  to  tuberculosis  (102)  or  pneumonia 
(102).  Of  the  cases  notified  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number, 
due  to :  — 

Scarlet  fever  ...  (1921 — 264,  1920 — 107) 

Enteric  fever  ...  (1921 —  5,  1920 —  3) 

Puerperal  fever  ...  (1921 —  8,  1920 —  7) 

All  the  other  notifiable  diseases  showed  a  reduction. 

An  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  began  at  the  end  of  August, 
1921,  and  continued  until  the  end  of  the  year,  most  of  the  cases 
arising  in  the  St.  John’s  and  Orford  Wards.  There  was  a  larger 

number  of  patients  than  in  any  year  since  1915,  but  out  of  the 
264  cases  there  were  no  deaths. 
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TUBERCULOSIS, 

Altogether  211  new  cases  were  notified  to  us  during  1921, 
and  there  were  102  deaths  from  this  disease. 

(u)  The  Dispensary  behind  the  Health  Department  was 
utilised  during  the  year,  and  consultations  were  held  every 
Monday  and  Thursday,  at  2  p.m.,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

1,460  examinations  were  made  of  466  persons  who  attended. 
618  special  certificates  and  reports  were  given  at  the  request  of  the 
Pensions  Ministry  in  cases  of  ex-Service  men. 

(b)  The  Saiiatorium. — The  new  buildings  at  Weaverham, 
which  were  commenced  in  May,  1920,  were  completed  during  the 
year,  and  on  Thursday,  August  25th,  the  Institution  was  formally 
opened  by  Alderman  James  Evans,  J.P.  (Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee).  For  the  remainder  of  the  year  the  Nursing  Block, 
with  accommodation  for  11  female  and  19  male  patients,  was  fully 
occupied. 

Additional  accommodation  for  18  females  and  32  males  is  now 
ready,  and  it  is  hoped  that  patients  will  be  admitted  early  in  1922. 

Further  particulars  re  Hefferston  Grange  Sanatorium  are  given 
in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1919  and  1920. 

The  hospital  at  Sankey  has  reverted  to  its  original  purpose, 
that  of  a  smallpox  hospital. 

(c)  Institutional  Treatment  of  Cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis. 
— Negotiations  were  continued  during  1921  with  neighbouring 
local  authorities  with  a  view  to  the  joint  provision  of  accommodation 
at  Leasowe  Hospital  for  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis.  It  was 
suggested  that  15  beds  should  be  available  for  Warrington  cases. 
The  cost  of  the  new  buildings  necessary,  however,  was  so  high  that 
for  the  time  being  the  matter  has  been  postponed.

Maternity  Home. 

The  accommodation  at  this  Institution  has  been  fully  occupied 
during  the  year.  Altogether  270  patients  were  admitted,  and  249 
confinements  took  place.  The  average  duration  of  stay  of  each  case 
was  13  days.  Receipts  from  patients  totalled  £717.  Certain 
alterations  and  extensions  are  required  at  the  Home,  and  sugges- 
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tions  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  the  year 
re  additions  to  the  buildings,  including :  — 

Extension  and  improvement  of  the  labour  ward ; 

Provision  of  accommodation  for  interviewing,  examining 
and  receiving  patients; 

Provision  of  accommodation  for  certain  contagious  cases 
that  may  occur; 

Additional  accommodation  for  nurses. 

These  improvements  will  also  help  to  make  it  possible  to  reduce 
our  cost  per  patient  bed  per  week. 

SMALLPOX  HOSPITAL.

Hospital  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  or 
suspected  smallpox  arising  in  any  of  these  areas.  Each  Local 
Authority  will  pay  a  proportion  of  the  annual  upkeep,  and  be 
responsible  for  defraying  all  the  expense  of  dealing  with  any  cases 
brought  from  such  area.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  arrange¬ 
ments  will  date  from  the  1st  of  January,  1922,  and  will  not  only 
result  in  considerable  saving  of  expenditure  annually  to  Warrington 
ratepayers,  but  to  those  of  all  the  Local  Authorities  concerned. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Clinical  Officer  of  the  Treatment  Centre  at  the  Infirmary 
(Dr.  E.  E.  Bowden)  resigned  in  June,  1921,  and  the  opportunity 
was  taken  of  altering  the  existing  arrangements  at  that  Institution. 
It  was  decided  that  in  future  the  Local  Authority  should  appoint 
and  pay  the  Clinical  Officer,  and  should  lease  the  premises, 
together  with  the  services  of  the  necessary  nursing  staff  from  the 
Board  of  Management.  The  Ministry  of  Health  (who  pay  three- 
quarters  of  the  annual  expenditure  under  this  head)  having  agreed 
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to  the  proposals,  Dr.  E.  T.  Burke,  D.S.O.,  of  Manchester,  was 
appointed  to  attend  the  consultations.  Later  in  the  year,  at  his 
suggestion,  some  alterations  in  the  accommodation  were  made, 
which  have  considerably  improved  the  facilities  for  patients.

GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

The  usual  heavy  work  of  the  department  has  been  carried  on 
throughout  the  year  (see  page  24).  The  removal  of  ashes 
and  the  contents  of  the  pails  is  not  under  the  direction  of  the 
Health  Department,  but  I  am  glad  to  note  that  during  the  past 
twelve  months  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  collection  of 
refuse  in  the  town,  although  there  are  still  many  cases  where  bins 
should  be  emptied  more  frequently.  During  1919  and  1920  there 
were  many  leaking  pails,  but  to  a  very  large  extent  this  has  now 
been  remedied. 

There  is  still  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  prompt  repairs 
to  property  and  abatement  of  nuisances  where  these  exist,  but  there 
was  a  decided  tendency  towards  improvement  in  this  respect  at  the 
latter  end  of  the  year. 

Supervision  of  our  foodstuffs  was  carefully  observed  during  the 
year,  and  on  the  whole  the  general  standard  of  quality  and  purity 
was  well  maintained,  and  there  was  a  plentiful  supply  both  of  fresh 
milk  and  home-killed  meat. 
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HOUSING  (see  page  25). 

Three  new  houses  were  built  in  the  town  by  private  enterprise 
during  the  year  1921,  and  these,  together  with  an  additional  50 
erected  under  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme,  make  a  nett  total  of 
14,997  Houses,  all  of  which  are  occupied.

Up  to  the  present  the  only  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Housing 
Committee  have  been  those  in  group  (1),  and  of  these  103  ex-Service 
men  and  8  non-Servioe  men  have  been  granted  tenancy  of  the  new 
houses  ( i.e .,  14.5  per  cent,  of  the  ex-Service,  and  5.4  per  cent, 
of  the  non-Service  applicants). 

In  the  families  of  the  737  applicants  living  under  bad  condi¬ 
tions  there  are  2,428  persons  (1,510  adults  and  918  children).  The 
houses  in  which  they  are  living  are  occupied  by  3,767  adults  and 
1,757  children  (a  total  of  5,524  persons)  or  an  average  of  7.4 
persons  per  house. 

In  the  whole  of  Warrington  the  average  number  of  persons  per 
house  is  5.2.

The  effect  of  the  industrial  depression  is  being  felt  by  the 
tenants,  and  many  who  had  definitely  stated  that  they  would  not 
take  lodgers  have  been  compelled  to  do  so  owing  to  financial 
difficulties. 

A  large  number  of  the  applicants  state  their  inability  to  pay 
the  high  rents  charged  for  the  Corporation  houses,  and  are  more 
anxious  to  become  tenants  of  the  smaller  and  cheaper  houses  owned 
privately. 

None  of  the  remaining  insanitary  houses  in  the  town  which  are 
occupied  can  be  closed  at  present  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  re¬ 
housing  those  who  are  dispossessed.

A  motor  ambulance 
has  been  purchased  for  taking  cases  to  and  from  the  Sanatorium  at 
Weaver  ham. 

(h)  N on-inf ectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

A  motor  ambulance  is  available,  free  of  charge,  day  and  night, 
at  the  Fire  Station  (Tel.  No.  24),  for  use  in  cases  of  accident  or 
sudden  illness  in  the  street  or  other  public  place  necessitating  the 
removal  of  the  sufferer  to  his  home  within  the  Borough,  or  to  one 
of  the  local  hospitals. 

This  ambulance  is  also  available  for  conveying  private  cases 
of  a  non-infectious  character  to  or  from  hospitals,  railway  stations, 
&c.,  within  a  radius  of  20  miles,  at  a  charge  of  2s.  per  mile 
(minimum  5s.). 


6.  Laboratory  Work.

The  former  examinations  are 
made  by  Mr.  Ruddock,  the  Borough  Analyst,  and  the  latter  in 
Professor  Delepine’s  Laboratories  in  Manchester. 

One  has  to  record  with  regret  the  death  during  the  year  of 
Professor  Delepine,  who  has  carried  out  much  valuable  work  in 
this  connection  for  the  town  for  many  years.
